The company is seeking to 
THi.se the minimum service 
c-barge for a 5/8-inch meter 
from $l..r>0 to $1.85 a month, 
with an increase of 2Viz cent* 
per hundred cubic feet of 
water.

Under existing rates the 
ru.stomer using 1500 cubic 
fret of water a month in 
charged $3.73 and under tht 
proposed rates, if authorized, 
the charge would be $4.47 J/i.

The company, which serves 

••>me 21,000 customers in 
Ucrmosa Beach, Red on do 
Koach, a small portion of Tor- 
rance and adjacent unincor­ 
porated territory, contends it 
needs the additional revenue 
to offset steadily rising oper- 

iing costs. G. L. Williams, 
ice president and treasurer 

of the company, cited tax 
hills as an example. W h i I r 
total plant facilities increased 
approximately 30 per cent 
since 1954, Williams said, 
property taxes rose by about 
fi.j per cent since then. The 
companv claims its rate of re­ 
turn will decline to 4.00 per 
rmt this year and under the 
proposed rates a 6.80 per 
cent return would be real­ 
ized.
